The Program For Excellence Nudges $4,000,000

The Ridley Program for Excellence will pass another mile- 
stone this month when it is expected the $4,000,000 mark will be 
passed in gifts, pledges and bequests. 


Highlight of activity over the past three months has been 

the hoped for breakthrough with Canada’s chartered banks which 

ve long been a bellwether of corporate giving in this country. 

nerous contributions from three of the banks have helped open 

the door with other major corporations which in the past have not 
supported independent school education. 


Other ‘non-family’ sources of support now being approached 
are charitable foundations, a number of which already have 


indicated interest in Ridley’s unique approach to long-term 
planning for excellence in secondary education. Specific elements 
of the Ridley program have been developed for consideration 
by foundations that have demonstrated interest in these areas. 


While such evidence of community support is gratifying, less 
than 10% of the total $5,000,000 Program needs are expected 
from these sources, it is pointed out by campaign deputy chairman, 
S. M. ‘Mac’ Irwin. 


“We know very well that most of the money needed must 
come from individuals close to the School, Old Ridleians, and 
current and past Parents,” Mr. Irwin said. “It is good to know 


that our Program has such friends in the community, and it should 
strengthen our own resolve to put the campaign over the top.” 

Also encouraging in recent months has been the renewal of 
activity in a number of centres across the continent and beyond. 
Contributions are now being received with increasing frequency 
from London, Hamilton, the Grand Valley area, Calgary, New- 
foundland, New England and Buffalo. 

Still well in the lead are the Niagara Peninsula — close to its 
$100,000 quota, and Edmonton. Ridley staff giving has passed 
$30,000. 

Another group to reach their quota is Friends, non-Ridleians 
who have tangibly endorsed The Program for Excellence with 
generous personal contributions. 

Some of the Lower Schools boys were employed by the St. 
Catharines Transit Commission to assist in a traffic count during 
the fall. The boys decided that any money they received for this 


work would be contributed to the campaign. When payment © 
received it amounted to $1,836. This is a tremendous gift to the 
campaign from these boys and we thank them most sincerely. 

Contributions have been received from Old Boys and Parents 
from widely scattered areas of the world. Among the countries 
we have heard from are Argentina, Bahamas, Bermuda, Costa 
Rica, France, Greece, Hong Kong, Jamaica, Lebanon, Mexico, 
Tunisia and Uganda. 

Former headmaster Ted Pilgrim has continued his peripatetic 
way with fruitful visits to the Bahamas, Bermuda and Western 
Canada, while Sam Heaman stayed at headquarters counting the 
returns and jollying nearby volunteers into completing their calls. 

“We still have $1,000,000 to go” Mac Irwin emphasizes, “but 
we have great confidence now that our goal will be reached. And 
it will be just as soon as every one of us has done our bit to 
uphold Ridley’s long tradition of success.”

When Homer spoke these words 28 centuries ago he obviously 
had no conception of the Lower School at the end of Lent Term. 
During this term, the boys participated in no fewer than eighty- 
eight sport fixtures, seven ski trips, one week end up north, one 
choir trip, and, thank the Lord, one mid-term break. 


The Lower School First hockey team, coached by Mr. Rick 
Coy and captained by Bunston won six of sixteen games.

This year the Basketball team, coached by Mr. David 
Cosgrove, managed to win eight of their sixteen games.

The Hidden Side 


‘The earth is as the future; it hath its hidden side.’ 


Every man has a crystal ball in which he sees pictures of 
what may be. The pictures are often cloudy; nevertheless, most 
actions are inspired by them. 

One of the advantages of attaining the psalmist’s span of 
life is that views in the crystal ball may be strengthened by a 
relatively long tape of memory. The nature of people alters little 
with the passage of time. Details of the way of life change — 
from the first hammer to the current outer space hang-up — 
but motivations remain fixed. 

Concerning Ridley, my crystal ball suggests some trends that 
might be called super Long Range Planning. 

Firstly, there are questions regarding the situation of the 
School’s physical plant. 

My Ridley tape begins in 1913. Its earlier revelations are 
of an entity that was practically in the country, on the edge of a 
small city. Today’s picture is of buildings and playing-fields 
almost surrounded by an urban sprawl. Does the course of life 
suggest that the time will come for Ridley to move to some other 
area of the province? 

Upper Canada College was faced by this problem. They 
stuck it out in the heart of Toronto. As a result, prosperity has 
come to them in the guise of a very large day-boy enrollment. 

If they can do it, we could — either that, or continue the 
emphasis on boarders in a new location. If the latter, the corol- 
lary is that land should be obtained fairly soon.

On the other hand, perhaps a day-boy-cum-boarder Upper 
School would not be a bad thing after all. You never know. 

Second is the question of Form VIA, Grade XIII, or Year 
Five, as it is known today at Ridley — to be, or not to be? 
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This extra year of pre-higher education is unique in America 
to Ontario. Forms of qualification for university entrance are 
veering away from set matriculation examinations. It could be that 
Year Five will soon go the way of all flesh. 

Moreover, is it still logical to have 18-19 year old students 
in secondary education? Now, they are of voting and drinking 
age, and they can, of course, still serve in whatever armed forces 
there may be. They are men. Have they a place in an institution 
for the bringing-up of boys? I suspect not. 

A Ridley without a Year Five (or with a plethora of day- 
boys) would be a break with tradition, but it might put the School 
in the forefront of innovation which is sometimes not a bad place 
to be. : 

A third look in the crystal ball reveals a scene laid in the 
Great Hall of Ridley at the end of dinner on a half-holiday. The 
list of student’s detentions is being read out.

Over the past few years Parents’ Day has become a successful 
tradition at Ridley; too successful, in fact. Recognizing that 
sO many parents were coming to the school to talk seriously and 
at length with their son’s masters that some parents were being 
denied an adequate opportunity to have meaningful talks with 
the staff, the Headmaster decided this year to hold two parents’ 
days for the Upper School. The Lower School had already had 
its Parents’ day in the latter part of the Michaelmas term. 


On the first Saturday of the Lent term, a large number of 
parents of boys in years four and five (still referred to as the 
sixth form by many; Ridley has officially changed its form names 
to be in line with Ontario Department of Education terminology) 
gathered to hear the Headmaster speak on general academic 
policy before heading to personal interviews with the teaching 
staff. These talks continued until lunch time when the parents 
joined their sons and the staff for lunch in the Great Hall. 


Further discussions took place following lunch until the games’ 
period when an opportunity was given for the parents to watch the 
normal games programme of the school in operation without the 
benefit of matches. 


Two weeks later the pattern was repeated as the parents 
of boys in years one, two and three (the old third form is back 
in the Upper School after an absence of some years) had their 
opportunity to discuss the academic progress of their sons with the 
teaching staff. On this occasion further interest was provided 
as a scheduled match for the First hockey team and the Ontario 
Junior Squash championships were available for the parents to 
watch. On this occasion the Headmaster spoke frankly to parents 

issues of current importance in the life and well-being of the 
hool and the boys.

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Opera at Ridley: A Fairy-Tale 


Once upon a time, about two hundred years ago, an Italian 
sat down and invented opera as we know it today. This artistic 
medium has passed from hand to capable hand through Mozart, 
Rossini, Verdi and Wagner. At some point in time it even 
reached a Canadian composer, one Norman Symonds by name. 


With the advent of the Broadway musical and television, 
Opera dipped in popularity; it also became less technically pro- 
ficient. To counter the diminishing popularity of this art form in 
Ontario, Prologue to the Performing Arts has seen fit to educate 
the masses (i.e. young people from grade 7 through 12) by 
sending productions to a wide cross-section of educational institu- 
tions. Ridley College is fortunate to be one of the schools where 
Prologue’s presentation by the Canadian Opera Company was 
staged. 


This year’s opera, The Spirit of Fundy, was obviously made 
as a gesture to an incipient nationalism, for it was a Canadian 
production, by a Canadian composer of a story using a very 
Canadian theme. I suppose one should give the company credit 
for a capable technical production, but certain insurmountable 
problems of appeal resulted from the basic fact that the style 
and manner of the production were designed primarily for younger 
children. In our pseudo-sophistication we tended to consider our- 
selves unspeakably superior to the trivial story line and the less 
than profound musical values of Mr. Symond’s opera. 


We could not deny either the impressive voices of the lead- 
ing singers, Roxolana Rosluk, Peter Barcza and Allen Coates; we 
only wished the arias had been a little longer so that we might 
have had ample opportunity to enjoy the obvious talents each 
of these singers clearly possessed. But a patronizing approach 
to the audience is scarcely the way in which opera will build for 
itself an audience anxious to sustain an interest in Opera, one of 
the grandest and most impressive of the arts.

AROUND THE SCHOOL 


One of the School’s major undertakings, the invitational 
debating tournament will take place on Saturday, April 15th. Two 
years ago when the last tournament was held over thirty schools 
Sent debating teams to compete. Sabia, the president of the 
Debating Union is hopeful that even more schools will be repre- 
sented this year when the teams will grapple with the following 
resolution: Resolved that the welfare system is wasteful and cor- 
ruptive. 


Brothers Ronald and Peter of the Order of the Holy Cross 
spent several days at the School in January visiting with the boys, 
taking theology classes for the Chaplain and generally partaking 
of the life of the School. At the Sunday service they told of the 
life of dedication of an Anglican monk and later showed a film 
of the order’s missionary endeavours. In their simple white habits 
they cut a significant figure on the Ridley campus; with their 
humility, sincerity and openness they impressed the boys and staff 
alike. 


The Film Society continues to prosper, attracting large 
crowds to its week-end showings of superior recent films such as 
“Joe”, “The Fixer”, and “Little Fauss and Big Halsey”. With the 
profits of the society (each student pays a dollar per movie) a 
new projector has been purchased and it is rumoured that a 
cinemascope screen is the next objective. This is a completely 
student-run endeavour, and a highly efficient, popular and effective 
one. 


Revived this year, the Photo Club, with the enthusiastic 
leadership of Mr. Williams and under the presidency of Thorpe 
keeps very busy as boys continue to develop their photographic 
skills. A fair amount of impressive equipment has been pur- 
chased for the club and it is being used extensively. The dark 
Toom is located in the basement of Gooderham House. 


Lawrence was successful in launching at least one issue of a 
literary paper this term. The contributions received were posted in 
the Matthews Library for a period of ten days; it is hoped that 
another issue or two will appear before the end of the year. The 
quality was, of course, mixed; but it was a good start to a 
necessary and eminently desirable undertaking. 


In co-operation with the Library, Rapoport has organized 
a paperback book club whereby boys place monthly orders for 
quality paperback books. The Library, on an experimental basis, 
has placed a fairly extensive collection of paperbacks in the 
Arthur Bishop House common room for circulation; in the Birks 
room too there is a considerable supply of these cheaper editions. 


One activity that seems to have fallen behind this year is 
the theatre trip with only one excursion to Toronto so far. With 
the visit of companies such as Prologue to the Performing Arts to 
the school and increased overnights the interest has not been so 
high in such excursions; in addition the theatrical fare offered 
this season has not seemed so tempting as in previous seasons. 


The school’s caterers, Beaver Foods, have been trying to vary 
the usual meal routine with occasional buffet suppers at the eve- 
ning meal. These have been lavish and most successful and a 
pleasant change of pace. On March 14th, Hugh Smith, Beaver’s 
man-on-the-spot at Ridley, organized Buck-a-Cup Day at Ridley; 
this painless way of extracting a dollar from boys and masters 
tor coffee and juice for the day netted nearly five hundred dollars 
for Crippled Children. 


The Winter term ended with Bermuda Cup house competition 
matches in hockey, squash and basketball. With still a term to 
go it would appear that School House, recently the perennial

houses. Interest runs high in these matches as a large number 
of the boys in each house participate in the various sports. 


As a grand finale to the middle term’s sports programme, the 
annual Prefects vs. Masters hockey game was held. With such 
stalwarts as the Headmaster, Brian Armstrong in goal, Ken Chip- 
man as a high flying scorer, Bob Stanley still in magnificent 
condition and other worthies assisting the masters still could not 
catch the prefects who eventually scored nine goals to the staff’s 


eight. 


The informal dance for the term (and I do mean informal]! ) 
was held on Saturday, February 15th with two groups, Manchild 
and the Greaseball Boogie Band providing the music. Fortunately 
for those wanting a little peace and quiet the raucous ‘music’ 
did not penetrate far beyond the gymnasium walls where close to 
three hundred young dancers were held captive by the excitement 
generated by these groups.

As a result films are constantly being previewed in t 
Matthews Library and many of the masters are making use 
their availability. The popularity of this medium is evident from 
the large number of boys who chose a film elective in the Year 
4 English programme.

Although the format 
of this annual display is generally the same, the most satisfying 
aspect is what the boys make of it. And this year the boys made 
the most of it. 


The evening opened with Lower School boys wielding rifles 
to the tune of the Colonel’s commands. This was followed by a 
conglomeration of matwork and horsework with comical interludes 
as the Lower School showed their agility by passing logs between 
their legs and over their shoulders, racing from one side of the 
gym to the other.

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An Apple a Day, or On being 
Healthy or otherwise at Ridley 


There is one chief difference between ‘hospitals’ and ‘hotels’; 
hospitals contain ‘patients who are ill’ while hotels contain 
‘patrons’ who are well’. An Infirmary is a hospital, but to some 
students there seems to be some confusion in their understanding 
of the meaning of hospital as opposed to hotel. After all both 
offer service, wake-up service and maid service. But here the 
similarity ends! 


The Infirmary — its aims and purposes — is explained to 
each student who is admitted, for it is only with this under- 
standing that we can hope to obtain complete recovery in the 
shortest possible time. 


Recovery from illness is a team effort with the doctor, 
nurse and the student making up the team; when one of these 
lets down the side the patient suffers and recovery is delayed. 


At Ridley, the student is offered medical services on a 24 
hour basis. Three specific ‘dispensary’ times during a 12 hour 
period are provided each day, six days a week, and one such time 
on Sunday. All other visits are considered emergencies and of 
course a boy may come on this basis day or night. 


Dr. John Stewart, the School Doctor, or one of his colleagues 
(with Dr. Roger Brook and Dr. Sandy Cumming he practises 
medicine on the Western Hill) visits the Infirmary each day, 
Monday to Friday at 11:00 a.m. Any student wishing to see the 
doctor need only ask prior to 11:00 a.m. the same day; or 
he may be told by the nursing staff that consultation is advisable. 


All medications given and treatments carried out are done 
so under Dr. Stewart’s direction. If an illness or injury is such 
that a specialist is required an appointment is made and the 
student is advised. Appointments for dental work, eye examin- 
ation, laboratory work and x-rays are arranged in the same 
manner. 


In the Infirmary there is bed capacity for twelve boys over- 
night and room for more beds should the need arise. An attrac- 
tive sunroom is used by boys as they recuperate and it is a 
pleasant place for reading and relaxing. How nice it would be if a 
television set were provided for this room so that boys who are 
obliged to have a longish stay in the Infirmary could watch 
hockey games and other programmes. 


Since sports are very. much a part of each day’s schedule, 
sore muscles, aching backs and twisted knees are treated with ex- 
cellent results by means of the whirlpool bath — a large stainless- 
steel tank which sends temperature-controlled water (105°) 
under pressure from a jet to message and relax a sore area. 


The Infirmary, like the classroom is ‘a place of learning’. We 
are fortunate that the Schmon family has provided the Upper 
School with such a fine place of learning for the subjects taught 
here: preventive medicine, personal hygiene, common sense; the 
aim of these subjects is the acquiring and maintaining of good 
health. 


The Lower School has a separate infirmary staffed by Miss 
Stephanie McGregor, R.N. It provides basically the same services 
as those offered in the Upper School although TLC (tender, 
loving care) is frequently more in demand than actual medication. 
The School doctors call here as required. 


Assisting the Registered Nurse in charge of the Infirmary 
in the Upper School are Mrs. Henry Master, a nursing assistant 
who works during the evenings and Mrs. David Wilson, R.N. who 
serves as relief nurse.

This is the third year that Ridley has entered the Niagar 
District Drama Festival of One-Act Plays, but still the top '@ 
eludes the School.

So What’s New? 


In the final presentation of the Prologue to the Performing 
Arts series this year, Young People’s Theatre favourably impressed 
the highly critical Ridley audience with its story theatre conception 
of “So What’s New?” An anthology of songs, scenes and poems 
around the common theme of violence, the presentation was most 
effective in its incisive depiction of and commentary on violence. 


The scenes presented by the talented company of young 
actors ranged from Biblical scenes, with the obvious choice of 
Cain’s murder of Abel, through the Prometheus legend and the 
reciting of such seemingly harmless nursery rhymes as “Jack and 
Jill” to the shocking monologue of the suicidal skier in Sam 
Shepard’s “Red Cross”. Cleverly interwoven with the more 
extended scenes of a fable-like nature were snatches of folk and 
rock songs and amusing visual effects. Ron Singer’s direction was 
crisp and meaningful without undue fussiness, although the actors 
were betrayed on occasion (how often it happens to our own 
thespians!) by the atrocious acoustics of our gymnasium. 


The enormous variety found within the material and the wide 
scope of presentation provided the audience with something for 
everyone’s taste; the audience reaction was strong as the questions 
following the performance indicated. In effect the vital question 
was being asked of the justification of the depiction of violence 
in a presentation intended to condemn this very violence. 


One of the functions of the theatrical productions of Prologue 
is to stimulate intelligent discussion. This particular entertainment, 
“So What’s New?” certainly accomplished that.
